I hardly know of a 
girlin my acquaintance who has not smoked 
cigarettes at some time or other—just to see 
how it would taste or seem, you know. 
Then lots of us smoke them for toothache. 
You doubt it? Well, just try it the next 
time you have a toothache and see whether 
it is of any good. It’s a sure cure. Most 
of us have the toothache quite often, you 
can imagine.’’

QUEER BAROMETERS. 


Billiard Balls and Cues the Successful 
’ Rivals of Pet Corns. 

“I can always tell when it is going to 
rain half a day ahead of any change in fair 
weather,’’ said George Slosson to a New 
York Sun man as he was knocking around 
billiard balls in the Columbia rooms just 
after the recent deluge. 

‘*How’s that?” asked a bystander, getting 
interested directly. 

“Why, there isn’t a better barometer in 
existence than an ivory ball or a good 
billiard cue,’’ the billiard expert replied; 
‘they are better than a favorite corn.”’ 

“How d’ye tell?’’ 

“A ball always rolls slow and with diffi- 
culty over the cloth when it is going to 
rain. Ivory is so sensitive to changes of 
temperature, particularly from dry to moist, 
that the effect is felt almost instantaneous- 
ly. The cue will get cranky, too, when 
there is going to be a change, long before 
the dampness is perceptible in any other 
way. Another peculiarity of the ivory 
globes is their tendency to become egg- 
shaped. They contract at what are called 
the top and bottom poles and swell out at 
the sides, so that you might as well play 
with potatoes if you do pot watch their 
idiosyncrasies. They are worse than old 
men io their susceptibility todraught. A 
draught will crack the ivory and make it 
chip off quick as a wink, and, like old folks, 
you can never get the spheres acclimated to 
these draughts. Just take a billiard ball 
and study its behavior and you can beat the 
clerk of the weatber prophesying. You can 
bet on your own prophecy every time.”’ 


Iowa's Walled Lake. 

The greatest wonder in the State of lowa, 
and perhaps any State, is what is called the 
“Walled Lake,” in Wmght County, twelve 
miles north of the Dubuque & Pacific rail- 
way, and one hundred and fifty miles west 
of Dubuque. The lake is from two to three 
feet higher than the earth’s surface. In 
some places the wall is ten feet high, fifteen 
feet wide at the bottom, and five feet wide 
ontop. The stones used in its construction 
vary in weight from three tons down to a 
hundred pounds. There is an abundance of 
stones in Wright County, but surrounding 
the lake to the extent of five or ten miles 
there are none. Noone can form an idea as 
to the means employed to bring them to the 
spot or who constructed it. Around the 
entire lake is a belt of woodland half a mile 
in width, composed of oak. With this ex- 
ception the country is a rolling prairie. The 
trees must have been planted there at the 
time of the building of the wall. In the 
spring of the year 1856 there was a great 
storm and the ice on the lake broke the 
wall in several places, and the farmers in 
the vicinity were compelled to repair 
the damage to prevent inundation. The 
lake occupies a grand surface of 2,500 acres ; 
depth of water as great as 2% feet. The 
water 1s clear ard cold, soil sandy and 
loamy. It is singular that no one has been 
able to ascertain where the water comes 
from nor where it goes, yet it is always 
clear and fre<nh.

both Senate and Assembly, costing | 


a thousand dollars a day, was de- 
voted to legislating on lottery 
schemes and rabbit scalps. Later 
on another bill was introduced in 
the endeavor to carry out the will 
of the people, and it was immedi- 
ately pounced upon and railroaded 
through with a rush which indi- 
cated a nigger in the woodpile. 
The GAZEETE looked into the mat- 
ter and found the whwle job had 
been “ fixed ” in the interest of the 
Carson river quartz mills aud it 
sounded a note of warning, which 
stirred matters up considerably.

State Fund. 


Nearly every paper in the State has 
noticed the GazeTre’s opposition to 
the misuse of the $100,000 appropria- 
tion for water storage, and has accused 
us of inconsistency in the matter. 
We incline to the opinion that it is 
lack of memory in most of them when 
they say we objected to the use of the 
‘* sacred school fund” for the im prove- 
ment of the State. All who desire to 
be fair are referred to the articles 
themselves, and if they find a word of 
objection to the use of any funds in 
the State's control, they can have full 
satisfaction. 

The entire objection of the Gazetrre 
pertained to the manner of constituting 
the Board, and to what seemed a 
‘*job” in the interest of the already 
rich milling companies, at the expense 
of other industries. If an impartial 
Board had been selected, which would 
have looked the country over and de- 
cided on merit where to put the money, 
no one would have heard a grow! from 
the Gazettre; but to have the cards 
stacked and the deal made, with no 
chance to cut, was a little too much. 
If events prove that the Gazerre said 
too much, or Said it in the wrong way, 
it is willing to do the right thing. In 
the meantime, every word ever said on 
the subject is given below, and if our 
conten poraries find they have done an 
injustice, they can treat the GazetTrs 
as it has always treated an honorable 
opponent under like circumstances.

On the i3th we said: 


It is difficult te see how Evan Williams 
or H. Springmeyercan acton the Board 
of Re:tlamativn,. Article 4, Section 8, of 
the cons .itution says: 


“No Senator or Member of the Assem- 
bly shall, during the te:im for which he 
shull have been elected, nor for one year 
thereaf.er, be appointed to any civil office 
of profit under this State which shall have 
heen created, or theemoluments of waich 
shall have been increased during such 
term, except such office as may be filied 
by the preople.’’

Chinese © o«tumes. 


Tho principal feature of a China- 
man’s costume is the fact that nothing, 
ever fits but his stockings. His clothing | 
consists, really, of three or four shirts, | 
each opening in front and having five 
buttons, a sacred number. These but- 
tons are never in a straight row, but in 
a sort of semi-circle half around the 
body. The outer garments have sleeves 
a foot longer than the arm, a fact which 
affords abundant opportunities for 
theft. 

A Chinaman’s jackets are his ther- 
mometer. He will say, “ To-day is three 
jackets cold, and if it increases at this 
rate, to-morrow will be four or five 
jackets cold.” 

Their shoes are well known, and their 
caps are of three or four different forms. 
One they call the “watermelon cap,” 
of the shape of half a watermelon, hav- 
ing no front-piece, but, instead, a knob 
on the top by which it is handled. The 
second is likea round top felt hat with 
the sides turned up, and others are of 
various shapes. The color of the knob 
on the top of the hat is the sign of rank 
among mandarins. The lowest weara 
gilt knob, then awhite stone, a clear 
crystal, a pale blue stone, a deep blue, 
a pale red anda deep red in order of 
rank. Yellow may only be worn by 
the emperor’s family, but as a mark of 
respect to age, men over sixty years by 
special edicts are allowed to wear yel- 
low, this always entitling them to great 
consideration among all classes. 

The dude pantaloon probably origin- 
ated among the Chinese. From the 
dawn of history, on state occasions, 
officials and dressy persons will wear a 
sort of pantaloon, fitting as tightly as 
possible to the leg, and each leg being 
entirely separate from its fellow. These 
trousers are of silk or satin,and the 
legs are held in place by being fastened 
to a waist-band or belt around the body. 
On the approach of cold weather the 
Chinese increase the number of their 
garments, until sometimes they are like 
animated bales of cotton, their arms 
being forced into a nearly horizontal 
position; nor do they take off their 
masses of clothing until the return of 


spring.

Faces That Draw Money. 

In this country, where money is king 
it is a peculiarly fitting distinction to 
put the heads of our departed great 
men on our currency. Everywhere the 
most bigoted republicans will carry 
General Hancock's picture in their 
pockets and prize it highly. But to be 
on a $2 bill is not the highest distinc- 
tion. One might be ona So or even 
$100. Yet a still higher honor than 
this is for a statesman or soldier to have 
his features stamped in the corner ofa 
draft or check. So it happens that 
Stanton still draws from the Treasury 
all the meney used in the War depart- 
ment,and Amos Kendall draws that 
for the Post Office department. All the 
money got out of the Treasury depart- 
ment must be drawn by draft or check. 
Each department has an individual 
check, and upon this and no other can 
its money be drawn. Stanton’s head is 
stamped on the War department check, 
and Kendall’s on the Post Ollice. Chief 
Justice Marshall alone can draw money 
for the department of Justice, and Sew- 
ard certifies to the State department 
check. Admiral Farragut draws the 
money for the Navy,and Thomas L. 


Ewing for the Interior department. 


Chase is given more extended authority. 

His head is upon the treasurer’s dis- 
bursing check, which must be used by 
all disbursing officersin drawing their 
money; he gives credit to the 4 per cent.
